REGISTRATION. CANADA, SUPPORTED BY FRANCE, SUGGESTED

TREATY RELATING TO MOON, BUT DISCUSSION OF PROPOSAL WAS 
DEFERRED UNTIL JULY 5. MOST SPEAKERS WELCOMED DRAFT 
AGREEMENT ON REGISTRATION, THOUGH BRAZIL WOULD HAVE PREFERRED 
MORE PRECISE AND MANDATORY PROVISIONS ON MARKINGS. 

OHTAKA (JAPAN) SAID JAPAN WOULD EXPLORE IN POSITIVE MANNER 
QUESTION OF HOLDING UN SPACE APPLICATIONS CONFERENCE, 

INCLUDING POSSIBILITY OF HOSTING IT IN JAPAN. ITALY AND 
PAKISTAN THOUGHT DECISION NEEDED AT PRESENT SESSION IF 
CONFERENCE TO BE HDL IN 1978, WHILE FRG AND INDIA THOUGHT 
DECISION NEEDED BY NEXT YEAR. 

SPEAKING OF MOON TREATY, AMB BENNETT UNDERSTOOD QUESTION 
OF TREATY'S SCOPE HAD BEEN INFORMALLY RESOLVED, AND HE NOTED 
CONSIDERATION SHOULD BE GIVEN TO WHETHER TREATY NEEDED 
TO CONTAIN PROVISIONS ON POSSIBLE FUTURE EXPLOITATION OF 
NATURAL RESOURCES OF MOON AND OTHER CELESTIAL BODIES. 

CZECH REP BELIEVED PROBLEMS COULD BE OVERCOME AND 
QUESTION OF NATURAL RESOURCES OF MOON DEALT WITH SEPARATELY. 
MEXICAN REP, REFERRING TO PRINCIPLE OF COMMON HERITAGE OF 
MANKIND, SUGGESTED IT MIGHT BE USEFUL TO SEE RESULTS OF LOS 
CONFERENCE DELIBERATIONS ON THAT POINT. BRAZILIAN REP STRESSED 
NEED FOR ELABORATING NORMS REGARDING NATURAL RESOURCES OF 
MOON AND OTHER CELESTIAL BODIES. 

EGYPT, BRAZIL, GDR AND CZECHOSLOVAKIA STATED LEGAL 
SUBCOMITE SHOULD GIVE PRIORITY TO LEGAL IMPLICATIONS OF 
REMOTE SENSING. ARGENTINE DEL WOULD SUBMIT DRAFT LEGAL 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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INSTRUMENT ON REMOTE SENSING WHICH WOULD ENABLE CONTINUATION 
OF WORK BEGUN IN 1970. FRG SUPPORTED PROPOSAL FOR 
ORGANIZATIONAL AND FINANCIAL STUDIES RE REMOTE SENSING. 

FRG, JAPAN AND UK WRE UNCONVINCED OF NEED TO CONTINUE REMOTE 
SENSING WORKING GROUP, WHILE ITALY HAD MISGIVINGS ABOUT 
DISBANDING IT. AMB BENNETT POINTED OUT IMPOSITION OF INTER- 
NATIONAL RESTRICTIONS ON GENERAL AVAILABILITY O REMOTE 
SENSING DATA WOULD WORK TO DISADVANTAGE OF COUNTRIES 
WHICH MOST NEEDED INFOR SUCH DATA COULD PROVIDE. HE HOPED 
PROGRESS COULD BE MADE ON LEGAL PRINCIPLES RELATING TO 
DBS. INDIA THOUGHT DBS WORKING GROUP SHOULD MEET, JAPAN 
SUGGESTED IT MIGHT HAVE TO BE RECONVENED FOR ADDITIONAL 
STUDIES, AND FRG WAS UNCONVINCED OF ITS NEED. 

OHTAKA SAID JAPAN WOULD STUDY SERIOUSLY POSSIBILITY OF 
BECOMING PARTY TO REGISTRATION CONVENTION WELL AS 
AGREEMENT ON RESCUE OF ASTRONAUTS AND CONVENTION ON LIABILITY 
FOR DAMAGE. MIGLIUOLO (ITALY) STATED COMITE SHOULD STUDY 
SUBJECT OF SPACE TRANSPORTATION, AND QUESTION OF 
LOCATIONS FOR SATELLITES IN GEOSTATIONARY ORBIT AROUND 
EARTH WAS SUFFICIENTLY URGENT AND IMPORTANT TO CALL FOR 
IMMEDIATE ATTENTION OF COMITE AND ITU TO FORMULATE 
RECOMMENDATIONS FOR GA. EGYPTIAN, INDONESIAN AND PAKISTANI 
REPS WANTED UN SPACE APPLICATIONS EXPANDED. IRANIAN REP 
SUGGESTED FURTHER EXPLORATION OF POSSIBILITY OF ESTABLISHING 
INTERNATIONAL REMOTE SENSING DATA CENTER WELL AS REGIONAL 
DATA ACQUISITION AND DATA STORAGE AND 
DISSEMINATION CENTERS. ARGENTINE REP NOTED HIS DEL HAD 
PROPOSED COMITE SHOULD MORE ACCURATELY REFLECT COMPOSITION OF
